A prominent New .England newspaper appears to be dis- 


turbed by what it calls a "wholesale exodus" of aliens from 
Ilia: United States. 
H says that over 3,000 aliens applied for 


passports on one day recently in New York and that the daily 
outflow is large from all Atlantic ports. 


This movement leads the paper to wonder what the cause 


may be, 
For years foreigners have been coining into the 


country in such numbers as lo cause concern In many quarters 
and give rise to a .demand for restrictions on immigration. 
Additions lo our population from other countries were ma- 
terially checked during the war, and now lhat some of the 
foreigners have decided (o re I urn to 'their unlive lands, (here 
are those who feel dial something must be wrong and that 
steps should be laken lo slop the movement; not by force, bul 
by showing .these people thai Ihcy will be better on" here than 
anywhere else, and inducing (hem lo remain. 


"Why," asks the paper in question, "are these welcome 


guests so anxious to leave our house? 
Is something deficient 


in our hospitality? 
We cannot forbear Ihese questions, nor 


can we easily escape a sense of mortification—the chagrin of 
the well-intcnlioned but forsaken hosl." 


As we sec if, there is no occasion for chagrin or morlifica- 


iion because some of (he millions of foreigners who have come 
lo our shores in rccenl years, arc now returning lo their old 
homes. 
There is no occasion for feeling thai our hospitality 


has been insufficient, 
if welcoming these people fo all (he 


privileges of a free country, with free schools for their children 
and free libraries for themselves, with books printed in (heir 
own languages, with every opportunity to work or engage in 
business, coupled with Ihe'right of franchise quite soon enough I 
after Iheir arrival for the good .of Ihe country—if wilh all, 
these things our "hospitality" is nol sufficient il is aboul time [ 
to dismiss'that phase of the question and consider il from the: 
business standpoint.

The immigrants were not asked to come. They came of 


their own free will lo privileges and opportunities such as they 
had never before known, and if some of them, for reasons of 
Iheir own, now want to return lo Ihe lands from which (hey 
came iMs nobody's business bul theirs. 


It is safe to say thai (he "exodus" will not assume dimen- 


sions which will prove injurious to this country, and dial many 
of those who are now leaving our shores in (he expectation of 
remaining away will in lime find their way back again lo a ; 
land thaf offers greater opportunities than any other on the, 
face of the earth. 
Whclher they do or nol, there will be 


plenty to lake their places. There is no danger that (he United 
States will ever lack a sufficient supply of foreigners, all of j 
whom will be welcome so long as they comply with the laws' 
of the land. .Those who demand anything further than they) 
arc now receiving in the way of "hospitality" will do well lo 


•remain on the oilier side of (lie water.
